Nkw Yi)!U<. Sept. H.—Yesterd.iy w.is 
an exciting one ,iiid for a time bid fair 
to be a critieil one mtiie tinm lal 
field, so that many feared that it might 
puss into Idstory as a smaller edition 
ofaoertaiu "vBluok Friday" of year» 
ago. But now the disturbing element!* 
are better understood and the outlook 
for the trea.«ury and the niaintenaiico 
of its old reserve is comparatively clear.

This prompt action of the banks was 
favorably CDmniented upon and the 
feeling of depression and auxiety that 
pervaded tho depart moiit in the mom* 
i.'jg gave place to ouo of coufldeuce.
